Rush County’s rural 
trash 
collection system entered its 
fourth year of operation on 
January 1st, and despite several 
problems, has been a successful 
operation, according to Jerry 
Hilgenberg, of Brown County 
Sanitary, Inc. 
Most of the problems involved 
in the operation of the trash 
system are the result of careless 
and unthinking residents, who 
fail to heed the rules connected 
with the disposition of debris. 
Few counties in 
Indiana 
provide a 
trash collection 
system 
for resid en ts, 
and 
several counties have become 
in te re ste d in adopting 
the 
method used in Rush County. 
This method of collection bins 
and a large compactor truck is 
the 
type 
of system 
recom ­ 
mended by the Environm ental 
P ro tectio n Agency and the 
Indiana State Board of Health. 
R ush 
C ounty’s 
collection 
system was started in 1971 at a 
rather high initial cost. 
When the collection system 
was first started, usage was 
rather light; then, as people 
began to become aw are of the 
collection system ,«usage has 
picked 
up 
substantially 
and 
several additional 
containers 
have been added to the system 
to help keep up with the steadily 
increasing volume of trash. 
16 Sites In County 
Presently, the collection bins 
are located at 16 sites around 
the county, and there are a total 
of 
32 
bins 
at 
these 
sites, 
distributed according to usage. 
Brown 
County 
S an itary 
C om pany, 
of 
N ashville, 
o p e ra te s 
the county 
ru ra l 
collection sy stem , under a 
county contract. Brown County 
Sanitary is entering its second 
year of operating the system . 
Brown County employes pickup 


and empty the containers and 
dispose of the contents at the 
landfill, located at Morristown 
in nearby Shelby County. 
According to Jerry Hilgen­ 
berg, M anager of Brown County 
Sanitary, there are two big 
problem s w hich plague his 
com pany’s efforts: first, some 
people fail to bag their trash and 
garbage before taking it to the 
containers, and, second, some 
people dump large bulky objects 
and 
other 
unauthorized 
m aterials into the containers. 


“ W hen 
th a t 
trash 
is n ’t 
bagged, several things happen. 
In a strong wind, loose papers 
are likely to blow all over the 
area, which m eans that keeping 
the site clean and neat becomes 
a next-to im possible 
task . 
Secondly, 
unbaggcd 
tra sh 
creates an odor problem in the 
su m m e rtim e , 
which 
is 
something 
that 
can 
become 
quite 
uncom fortable for 
the 
neighbors. 
O bviously, 
too, 
unbagged trash and garbage 
can becom e a health hazard,”

Three Killed In Air 
Crash Near Bakalar 


COLUMBUS, Ind. (U PI) — An electric utility crew 
investigating a power disruption found the w reckage of 
a plane that had crashed hours e arlier Tuesday night, 
carrying three men to their deaths. 
The plane, a high-wing Cessna with three office 
employes 
of 
the 
Cum mins 
Engine 
Co. 
aboard, 
apparently hit a power line and crashed during a landing 
attem pt in a foggy thunderstorm about three miles from 
the runway at B akalar Airport. 
The dead w ere identified as Max J. R einhart, 33, the 
pilot; K yran W. Carson, 36, and Hiru J. Malkani, 35, a 
native of India. 
The plane w as said to be owned by a flying club of 
Cummins em ployes. 
The crash apparently occurred about 7 or 8 p.m. But 
there w ere no witnesses, and nobody knew of the 
accident until Public Service Indiana personnel went to 
the area to check reports of a power outage and found a 
broken transm ission wire on a 230,000volt line. 
Nearby was the w reckage of the plane in a field, the 
bodies of R einhart and Carson strapped in their seats 
and that of M alkani lying about IO feet from the plane. 
One wing had been ripped off, apparently when the low- 
flying craft struck the power line. 
Visibility w as near zero at the tim e because of fog. It 
had been raining heavily and thunderstorm s were 
recorded. 
Columbus city police received a m essage from Weir 
Cook M unicipal A irport control tower in midevening 
asking that a check be m ade at B akalar to see if the 
plane had landed The pilot apparently had filed a flight 
plan but had not contacted the tower to report he had 
landed.

Heavy Winter Blasts

A snowstorm swept out of the Rockies and into the 
G reat Lakes region early today. 
Snow or freezing rain hit from 
the D akotas to

The appeal 
here is to the pocketbook, not 
the ego 
The lesson to be learned from 
D etro it’s experience, how ever, 
is valuable to every com m unity 
and county. The m ore diverse 
the econom ic base, the m ore 
stable the local econom y will be. 
It only m akes sense that having 
several unrelated industries and 
businesses avoids the problem s 
of a one com pany econom y. If 
one industry folds, for instance, 


the others provide a cushion to 
take at the economic slack.

MORATORIUM ON EMISSION CONTROL 


The slowdown in the automobile industry is a major 
blow to our economy, and there is no greater factor in that 
slowdown that the constantly changing standards of 
pollution control that have been forced upon the industry. 
People are simply standing back and saying, “ I think I’ll 
wait until the folks down at Washington m ake up their 
minds." 


We look with favor, therefore, upon the proposal that 
there be a five-year moratorium on any change in 
required emission controls, during which time the 
automobile m anufacturers would attem pt the 40 per cent 
improvement in gas mileage some think to be possible. 


For the air, the central question is, how clean is 
clean0 The automobile industry, which for the most part 
opposed stringent federal legislation from the beginning, 
argued that the 1970 law’s strict controls on auto 
emissions strained reason. They contended that the 
requirements for 90 per cent reductions in carbon 
monoxide, hydrocarbons and nitrogen oxides emissions 
would force the installation of expensive equipment 
which would require costly maintenance, could hamper 
performance and might reduce fuel economy. To some 
extent, the m anufacturers’ claims proved correct, as 
many motorists complained of poor m ileage and 
disconnected the pollution control devices themselves. In 
April 1973. the Environmental Protection Agency post­ 
poned the law s tough deadlines for one year, citing 
economic reasons for the decision. But one year is not 
enough 


The hitch is that the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Transportation Department believe the 40 
per cent mileage improvement could be achieved by 1980 
w ithout any significant easing of emission standards. The 
EPA on Tuesday, Jan. 21, will begin hearings in 
Washington, D. C., on whether it should grant another 
one-year delay in the deadlines. Any request for longer 
delays would have to go back to Congress.

End of two per cent patronage 
collections by 
Indianapolis 
Mayor R ichard Lugar has 
caused politicians to take a 
close look at campaign finan­ 
cing. 
The practice of collecting 
from patronage employes to 
finance political parties has 
been followed by both parties 
since inaugurated by Paul V. 
McNutt back in the 1930’s,. 
Under attack periodically it has 
survived investigation by the U. 
S. Justice Department as long 
as federally financed jobs are 
not involved. 
Lugar announced he would 
discontinue the practice and 
hunt for other ways to finance 
cam paigns. The move was 
closely watched by Goemor Otis 
R. Bowen and the Republican 
State Central Committee. State 
collections had been discon­ 
tinued under Governor Edgar 
D. Whitcomb who expressed the 
opinion that underpaid state 
employes should not have to 
bear the cost of campaigns. It 
was restored on a “voluntary 
basis when he ended his feud 
with the State Central Com­ 
mittee. 
Governor Bowen has insisted 
on clearance through regular 
party channels for all patronage 
employes. As a part of the 
clearance, each is asked to sign 
a pledge to make the “volun­ 
ta ry ’’ 
contribution. 
State 
Chairman Thomas Milligan has 
expressed the thought that non­ 
payment is violation of the 
signed “pledge” and should be 
the subject for firing an em­ 
ploye. Bowen put it in writing in 
a memorandum with a copy to 
Milligan that no employe would 
be discharged for non-payment. 
After a few short weeks the 
Marion 
County 
part 
organization 
has 
found 
collections down. In the past, 
non-payment was never found to 
be the cause for discharge of 
any employe, nor were raises 
and advancements 
found to 
hinge on 
the 
“ voluntary” 
contributions. 
One 
individual 
in 
each 
division was 
assigned 
the 
responsibility to make collec­ 
tions and account for the money. 
“I don’t have it this payday,” 
didn’t terminate employment. 
Recently, Lugar called his 
D epartm ent heads and top 
assistants to a special meeting. 
Some IOO non-hourly employes 
attended. He 
informed them 
contributions were down, and 
some method had to be found to 
finance the campaign. Without 
adequate financing, he and the 
rest would be out of jobs after 
the next election. 
Pledge 
cards 
w ere 
dis­ 
tributed. Each individual was 
asked to check the amount he 
would be willing to pledge, with 
squares from $60 per month 
down to nothing. One square 
was left for checking by those 
who did not choose to pledge. 
Each was asked to sing his 
nam e and address to the 
completed card. 
Lugar informed the group 
that he and all of his tip 
assistants had marked the $60 
per month square, but expected 
to give even more to the party. 
Vehicle bills threaten to jam 
the hoppers of both chambers of 
the legislature. Seldom used in 
the past, with bill stripping still 


have been introduced. Under 
rules of both chambers, there 
are deadlines for bill 
in­ 
troduction, as well as deadlines 
for reporting measures out of 
committee without suspension 
of the rules. 
To circumvent the rules, a 
legislator will introduce a 
“vehicle bill,” consisting of 
nothing but a title and subject 
The bill can be amended in 
committee where it is assigned 
to include any specific details 
If the deadline for committee 
action 
has passed,

reported onto the floor but hav­ 
ing little chance of passage or 
unimportant, can be amended to 
include an entirely new subject 
It is then returned to “second 
read in g ,” and the title is 
amended on the floor to cover 
the new subject. This procedure 
is “stripping.” 
Out of the first 584 bills and 15 
resolutions introduced in the 
Senate (far below the record 750 
bills and 52 resolutions in the 
1971 session) some 117 “vehicle 
bills” were on the roster. The 
House had only 55 vehicle bills 
out of 481, again below the 938 
bills and 52 resolutions in 1971. 
Senate president pro-tem 
Phillip Gutman had sponsored 
16 vehicles, while m inority 
leader Robert Fair had in­ 
troduced 24. Titles cover every 
conceivable subject, since the 
author’s consent must be ob­ 
tained to use a “vehicle bill.” 
The subject receiving 
the 
most attention in this session 
according to the number of bills 
has to be alcoholic beverages. 
You can find bills to change the 
laws in every conceivable way. 
There are bills to abolish 
Sunday sales, 
broaden such 
sales, abolish Fair Trade or 
legalize 
it, give full 
police 
powers to the excise force, now 
under 
investigation 
for 
questionable practices, and to 
increase or eliminate some fees.

The Image vs. The Facts 
Cigarette ads link smoking to 
all the good things in life. But 
the strategy—so successful for 
so long— is hitting snags. 
The F ederal T rade Com­ 
mission is being asked to stop 
ads for L & M cigarettes 
because they associate smoking

The central image in one of this

m eadow s—alw ays 
with

cigarette. 
“ The overw helm ing visual 
message of the advertisement,” 
said the charge filed by Public 
Com m unications, 
“ is 
that 
cigarette smoking is naturally 
associated 
with 
physical 
strength, independence and 
h ealth .” 
Although 
the 
ad 
carried 
the 
required 
health 
w arning, “ the unm istakable 
visual message is that smoking 
is not hazardous to one’s 
strength or health.” The image 
refutes the facts. 


The 
FTC is also 
under 
pressure from groups such as 
Action on Smoking and Health 
(ASH) to require a much larger 
health warning on all ads. One 
proposal even suggests that the 
m ajor diseases caused by 
smoking—emphysema, chronic 
bronchitis, 
lung 
cancer, 
coronary heart d isease—be 
listed in the health warning. 
Cigarette industry groups have 
indicated the larger, longer 
warnings would virtually nullify 
their ad message and amount to 
a ban on advertising. 


Some groups, in fact, are 
calling for a total ban or all 
kinds of cigarette advertising. 
And ASH has specifically called 
for a ban on outdoor cigarette 
ads because the health warning 
ca n ’t 
be 
distinguished 
by 
passing motorists and children 
get an impression from the 
billboards 
of 
the 
“ a c ­ 
ceptability” of smoking.

Look As Meetings End Today 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) 
— The American Basketball 
Association came away from its 
midseason meetings today with 
a slightly healthier glow. 
The financial makeup of the 
league has been improved and 
there are increasing hopes the 
ABA 
might 
come 
up with 
improved 
national 
television 
exposure next season. 
At the close of their two-day 
meetings Tuesday, league own­ 
ers announced new investors 
had been found to pump money 
into the San Diego Conquista­ 
dors franchise, which is draw­ 
ing only half as many patrons 
as needed to reach a break­ 
even financial point. 


On 
Monday 
the 
Indiana 
Pacers, another faltering ABA 
club, was sold to a group 
headed by Indianapolis busi­ 
nessman Thomas Binford. 


That leaves Memphis as the 
most troublesome team left in 
the league, and reports were 
widely circulated during the 
ABA meeting that the Sounds 
would be the team moved to 
Cincinnati next season. 


ABA 
Commissioner 
Tedd 
Munchak 
has 
promised 
he 
would head up a Cincinnati 
franchise and at first he said 
there would be only IO teams in 
the

knowingly. 
“ It’s a Bordens 1975. My milk 
dealer was able to get 
his 
hands on several cases back 
when it first came from the 
dairy and was prudent enough 
to freeze it. 
“ Now, of course, it’s trea- 
^ ilik e the crown jewels but 
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he will let a few of his favorite 
customers have a pint every 
now and then as a special 
favor.” 
The guest beams at having 
his good ta^te verified.

Merchants Warned On 
Own Tax Moratoriums

State Revenue Commissioner

warning Monday that Indiana 
retail merchants who have been 
declaring their own short term 
sales tax moratorium are in 
violation of state law. 
The Indiana House last week 
passed a House bill calling for 
a 30-day moratorium in the 4 
per cent sales tax but Senate 
leaders oppose this move. In 
the meantime, some merchants 
have 
advertised 
they 
will 


observe a brief moratorium and 
pay the tax for the customers 
during that time. 
Clark said there is nothing to 
keep a merchant from reducing 
his own prices 4 per cent, but 
that the 4 per cent sales tax 
still must be figured and added 
on to the purchase price. 
He referred to a section of 
the sales tax law that provides 
the tax “ wherever stated or 
displayed, shall be stated and 
displayed separately from the 
list price, the advertised price,

That followed 
several days in which Ford 
used words such as “irresponsi­ 
ble,” “nit-picking,” and “did­ 
dling and dawdling” to describe 
criticism among lawmakers of 
his program.

He 
said Ford was inflexible only on

purchasing, 
warehousing and data process 
are among 15 different shared 
services. Also shared: collec­ 
tion of bad debts. 
Schilling reported that com­ 
mission rates for collection of

under a commercial agency, to 
just 25 per cent under the 
shared credit and collection 
program. 
This lower commission rate 
has resulted in direct savings of 
$459,000 for the participating 
hospitals in the five years of 
operation.

scandal erupted in Texas when 
it was disclosed the state’s 
Departm ent of Public Safety 
was keeping intelligence files 
and had classified a D allas 
airline pilot a “subversive.” 


E arlier this year, Michigan 
Gov. William G. Milliken called 
for repeal of the 1950 Subver­ 
sive Activities Act, which has 
allowed state police to gather 
dossiers 
on 
50,000 
citizens 
suspected of organized criminal 
activity or subversion. 
In M aryland, the state Senate 
is pressing for an investigation 
of alleged spying on private 
citizens and public officials by 
the 
Baltimore 
city 
police 
departm ent. 
The trend is apparent. The 
public is dem anding increased 
protection for th e ir right to 
privacy. 
The public outcry in Texas 
resulted in the agency’s “pur 
ging” its files, destroying those 
not related to crim inal investi­ 
gations. Legislation to disband 
secret 
police 
activities 
is 
expected to be introduced soon 
in Michigan, and the Maryland 
Senate is expected to designate 
a com m ittee to investigate the 
Baltimore police. 
Even 
states 
denying 
the 
existence of noncriminal files 
are drafting right to privacy 
legislation, designed in many 
instances to protect consumers 
from unfair com puter snooping. 
Rhode Island, for instance, is 
about to begin a pilot program 
with federal funds decrim inaliz­ 
ing 
most 
traffic 
offenses. 
Sentences will be oriented more 
toward safety aw areness than 
punishment. 
In some cases, states have 
simply 
cut 
off 
funding 
for 
agencies 
m aintaining 
secret 
files. Others never had the 
money to get started. 
Two years ago, Mississippi 
Gov. Bill W aller vetoed funding 
for the old state Sovereignty 
Commission, which was created 
in the 1950s to protect

rights figures. 


However, since Waller vetoed 
its funding, the commission’s 
files were locked up and sealed 
in

Bureau of Investigation, said, 
“We don’t maintain those kinds 
of files.”

R e s t a u r a n t 
Association, indicate that the 
restaurant meal is one of the 
best consumer buys in America, 
Buchanan says. 
The study on energy require 
ments shows that fast food 
restaurants and coffee shops 
are about 22 per cent more ef­ 
ficient and cafeterias about ll 
per cent more efficent than 
serving at-home meals. 
However, if energy con­ 
servation is your goal, table 
service restaurants and hotel- 
motel operations are not the 
place for you. 
Buchanan points out that 
table 
service 
restaurants 
proved to be 36 per cent less 
efficient 
and 
hotel-motel 
operations 19 per cent less ef­ 
ficient than home kitchens in 
terms of energy used. 
One of the reasons for this 
finding is that “It was assumed 
that people made a special trip 
to these types of restaurants. 
And that requires added fuel,” 
the specialist says 
The second study shows that 
the re sta u ran t industry 
is 
working hard to keep menu 
prices down and their product 
appeal up 
“The cost of food away from 
home rose 13 per cent in the last 
fiscal 9 months of 1974. Food at 
home climbed 15.9 per cent 
during this period,” Buchanan 
continues. 
As a result, the National 
Restaurant Association predicts 
that food store sales may drop 
below the 1967 base year and 
that restaurant sales will rise. 
However, he add, inflation is 
eating away any real sales 
growth that the increased sales 
might offer That’s one reason 
that the restaurant industry is 
taking steps to combat inflation. 
For example, they are getting 
by with fewer employees. And 
they are stepping up promotions 
to increase business. Menu 


prices are being kept in line by 
offering more options beyond 
the basic entree, reducing the 
amount of food served, and 
providing operators with more 
opportunity to m erchandise 
profitable extras. 
"Of course,” Buchanan says, 
“business will always be best of 
restaurants offering attractive 
atmosphere, courteous service, 
and quality selections at fair 
prices—whether the restaurants 
are fast food, cafeteria, or table 
service operations.

The poll also is said to have 
shown Foreign Minister Mario 
Soares, a Socialist, and Gen. 
Antonio de Spinola, the military 
junta’s former front man, to be 
far more popular than Commu­ 
nist leader Alvaro Cunhal, a 
minister without portfolio in the 
government and Communist- 
leaning Prim e Minister Brig.

As for the Portuguese people

The bishops picked up the 
thrust of that argument and 
declared they 
believed

"food is a unique commodity 
and a sacred resource” and 
that the free market system, 
“especially the impact of the 
large corporations” m ust be 
modified “when it stands in the 
way of justice.” 
In the past, for example in

container, which damaged not 
only the container, but also 
caused severe damage to one of 
our trucks.” 
Recently, operators of the 
collection truck found, on dif 
ferent occasions, not only stones 
and concrete, but several dead 
an im a ls. D uring C hristm as 
week, a live puppy was found in 
a container at the County Home 
site, located east of Rushville. 
The puppy was saved by the 
o p e ra to r ju st before being 
cru sh ed 
by 
the 
packing 
operation. 
Another big problem is the 
placing of old furniture and 
appliances at the bins,or, worse, 
inside the bins, when this oc­ 
curs, the driver must remove it 
from the bin and have another 
truck pick it up later on. 
The compactor truck is not 
designed to handle furniture and 
other la rg e m a te ria ls. The 
compactor system is made to 
co m press 
tra sh 
and 
g a r ­ 
bage. . .with 
large, 
hard 
materials (larger than 24 inches 
sq u are) c re a tin g a special 
problem. 
People Cause Problems 
Most of the problems con­ 
nected with the trash collection 
system could be eliminated with 
a 
little 
cooperation 
and 
forethought by persons using 
the bins. 
Ordinances forbid the dum ­ 
ping of furniture, appliances, 
and other large materials in the 
bins, but the Brown County 
Sanitary Company has been 
hauling them off at extra charge 
to the county. Hilgenberg said 
that many people didn’t know 
that they could haul such bulky 
materials into the landfill ap ­ 
proved by the county at no 
charge. When such items are 
left at the collection sites, a 
special truck must be used by 
the company to do the job, 
requiring unnecessary trips and 
additional labor; thus the higher 
charge to the county. 
Tree limbs and pieces of 
lumber should be cut in lengths 
of about two feet before they are 
placed in the bins. Cardboard 
boxes should be mashed flat. 
No animals are to be placed in 
the collection bins and anyone 
caught placing animals in the 
bins 
will 
definitely 
be 
prosecuted, 
Hilgenberg 
said. 
Since the collection system 
started, the dumping of brick, 
concrete blocks and other heavy 
building m aterials has caused 
many problems. People with 
building m aterials, while they 
are loaded, should take them 
directly to the sanitary landfill 
site approved by the county 
commissioners. 
Scavenging Illegal 
S cav en g ers 
have been 
a 


m ajor problem for the collection 
system. Every disposal site, 
according to Hilgenberg, has its 
own group of scavengers. Many 
times people searching through 
the bins will actually cut open 
the garbage bags, and scatter 
them on the ground, causing 
further problems. 
Scavenging in the bins is 
against the law and county 
officials have indicated 
that 
measures will be taken to halt 
this practice. 
County Commissioners and 
Brown 
County 
Sanitary 
are 
trying to figure out a method to 
make the most bins available to 
the m ost people. A ctually, 
according to Hilgenberg, the 
trash 
collection 
system 
has 
grown to the point in the first 
three years that soon additional 
containers will be needed to 
handle 
the 
e v er-in creasin g 
volume of trash, and to help 
cover “peak” periods. 
“ During Christmas week, and 
the week just before New 
Y ear’s, we were really covered- 
up because of the additional 
trash being generated by each 
household that wouldn’t nor­ 
mally have been there, such as 
Christmas trees and tons of 
wrapping paper and toy boxes. 
Fortunately, we were able to get 
caught up quickly,” Hilgenberg 
said. 
Rush County has an excellent 
system for trash removal, but 
for it to work properly 
all 
residents must cooperate.

MacArthur, then the Supreme

made his views known during a 
meeting in Tokyo March 5, 1948 
with George Kennan, then chief 
of 
the 
State 
Department’s 
policy 
and 
planning 
staff, 
according to the documents. 
MacArthur 
has 
generally 
been praised for keeping the 
Japanese militarists out of the 
postwar government. 
But in a m em orandum of 
their conversation, Kennan said 
MacArthur 
expressed 
belief 
that “Actually, the brains of 
Japan had been in the armed 
forces. He (MacArthur) regret­ 
ted that it had been necessary 
to eliminate all those brains 
from public life. 
“But this had not been his 
choice. This had been one of 
the first directives 
he had 
received from the U.S. govern­ 
ment concerning occupational 
policies. It had been embodied 
in the Potsdam Declaration.” 
MacArthur made it clear he 
had no admiration whatsoever, 
however, for the Zaibatsu, the 
Japanese 
industrialists 
and 
businessmen 
who bankrolled 
the Japanese militarists. 
"As for the Zaibatsu, it was 
really not true that the men 
who had been eliminated from

Indiana Outdoors

CHICAGO (UPI) — To be a 
top notch fisherman, it makes 
no 
difference 
if 
an 
angler 
comes from California, New 
York, Florida or Minnesota. 
This is the philosophy of 30- 
year-old Al Linder of Brainerd, 
Minn., who ought to know what 
he’s talking about. 
Linder, who is bearded and 
looks like a young Viking, is 
considered 
one 
of 
the 
top 
largemouth bass and walleye 
fishermen in the country. 
He has lived and breathed 
fishing since he was old enough 
to take a rod in his hands, and 
it has paid dividends. 
It paid dividends when he 
became a professional guide in 


Minnesota and later in Texas. 
It paid dividends when he 
returned 
to 
Minnesota 
and 
organized Lindy 
Tackle Co. 
with his brother, Ron. The two 
later sold the firm to Ray-O- 
Vac, and the company became 
Lindy-Little 
Joe 
Lures, 
the 
largest terminal lure manufac­ 
turer in the country today 


If that wasn’t enough, Linder 
last year proved he knew what 
he was talking about when he 
began fishing the Bass Anglers 
Sportsman 
Society’s 
(BASS) 
professional tournaments and 
accomplished what only one 
other “Yankakee” bass fisher­ 
man had done before 
won a 
BASS tournament. 


“ My win at Watts Bar, Tenn., 
was 
proof 
it 
makes 
no 
difference what part of the 
country a 
fisherman 
comes 
from,” Linder said recently on 
a promotional trip to Chicago 
for Lindy-Little Joe. 


“The most important thing a 
beginning bass fisherman most 
do is understand bass,” he said. 
“He must get to know what 
makes the fish tick. He must 
learn 
about 
the 
prespawn 
movement, the spawn move­ 
ment and postspawn movement 
of the fish. 


“ In other words, he m ust 
know all seasonal movements 
of the fish on the lake he is 
fishing.” 


Once the fisherman learns 
about the fish, the next step is 
to learn everything about the 
lures used in catching them, 
Linder said. 
“I see too many fishermen 
who suddenly decide they want 
to fish for bass,” he said. 
“They go out and buy the best 
fishing equipment they can get. 
Next they go out and buy the 
biggest motor and most expen­ 
sive boat they can get. Then 
they go out on a lake and 
wonder why they don’t catch 
fish. 
“They forgot the most im por­ 
tant step —learning everything 
they could about the fish.” 
When not fishing or promo­ 
ting, Linder devotes his free 
time to studying every pub­ 
lished article and book about 
fishing he can get his hands on. 
He advises beginners to do the 
same. 
“I even read the handouts 
from lure companies,” he said. 
“I might have read the same 


thing a thousand times before, 
but maybe there’s one little 
clue that I missed, and when I 
see 
it 
again, 
the 
pieces 
suddenly come together.” 
Before 
competing 
against 
other pro fishermen, Linder 
spends 
weeks 
in 
advance 
studying maps of the lake he is 
going to fish. 
“That’s what I did at Watts 
Bar last year,” he said. “I 
studied the maps and marked 
off a four or five-mile stretch of 
water I was going to concen­ 
trate on. Once I make up my 
mind what water I’m going to 
fish I don’t let anything change 
my mind —I don’t care how 
many fish they say they’re 
catching in another part of the 
lake. 
“I pick w ater that holds 
everything bass want. Water 
with deep creek bends, humps
